Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  i960. 

Vital  Statistics.  The  Registrar  General  estimated  the  mjd-ybav 
population  of  the  Rural  District  as  22,270  which  is  more  than 
that  for  1959  by  220  persuns. 

„ The  total  number  of  live  births  was  337  (33&^i& 

1959)  and  the  corrected  birth  rate  was  17.24  as  compared  with 
a birth  rate  of  17.1  for  England  and  Wales. 

There  were  151  male  deaths  and  164  female  deaths 
making  a total  of  315  deaths  from  all  causes  as  compared  with 
309  for  1959-  The  corrected  death  rate  was  11.59  as  compared  with 
a death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  of  11. 5.  There  were  8 deaths 
of inf ants  under  1 year  (8  In  1959)*  This  gave  an  Infant  Mortality 
Rate  of  23.74  for  Chanctonbury  as  compared  with  21.9  lor  England 
and  Wales.

Infectious  Diseases.  During  i960  there  was  a heavy  incidence  of 
Whooping  Cough,  the  number  of  notifications  being  128  as  compared 
with  19  in  1959*  The  greatest  number  occurred  in  the  age  group 
5-9  years,  there  being  68  in  that  group.  There  was  one  case  of 
paralytic  Poliomyelitis.  There  were  4 new  cases  of  Tuberculosis 
of  the  lung. 

In  I960,  by  the  Public  Health  Amendment  Regulat- 
ions, i960,  Anthrax  was  added  to  the  list  of  infectiius  diseases 
notifiable  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Public  Health  Inspectors.  The  prescribed  duties  of  Public  Health 
Inspectors  are  those  laid  down  in  The  Public  Health  Officers 
Regulations.  As  will  be  seen  on  page  2 of  my  Report,  the  3 Public 
Health  Inspectors  in  the  Department  are,  in  addition  to  carrying 
out  their  proscribed  duties,  also  carrying  out  other  duties  viz; 
-Building  Byelaws  and  Town  Planning  - Housing  Repairs  - Housing 
Site  Management  - Housing  Advances  - Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 
- Cesspool  emptying  etc.  I have  during  the  year  had  occasion  to 
draw  attention  to  the  ever  increasing  encroachment  on  the  Public 
Health  Inspectors'  time  by  these  other  duties. The  time  for  Public 
Health  Inspectors'  duties  which  was  previously  equivalent  to  that 
of  2 Public  Health  Inspectors  has  been  so  encroached  upon  that  it 
is  now  only  equivalent  to  that  of  one  Public  Health  Inspector. 
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Figures  are  given  later  in  my  Report  of  inspections,  visits 
etc.  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors.  It  will  be 
appreciated  that  with  the  limited  time  available,  these  inspections 
must  be  very  rushed. 

Sew. .rage  and  Sewage  Disposal.  While  it  is  pleasing  to  note  else- 
in  my  Report  the  progress  being  made  with  the  main  drainage 
schemes  the  problem  of  sewage  disposal  continues  to  be  a serious 
one.  There  are  still  approximately  4 > 000  cesspools,  septic  tanks 
etc.  in  the  district  and  during  the  heavy  rainfall  at  the  end  of 
I960  the  strain  on  the  cesspool  emptying  service  became  acute.  In 
addition,  owing  to  the  saturation  of  the  land  at  that  time,  septic 
tanks  did  not  function  satisfactorily  for  some  time.  There  is 
always,  with  the  conservancy  and  semi-conservancy  type  of  sewage 
disposal,  a potential  threat  to  health  and  it  will  therefore  be 
appreciated  that  the  greatest  possible  speed  is  necessary  in  carry- 
ing out  the  extension  of  main  drainage  throughout  the  District. 

Private  Water  Supplies.  It  has  been  estimated  that  approximately 
200  houses  in  the  district  are  without  a public  water  supply.  A 
start  has  been  made  in  the  inves tigation  of  these.  Samples  from 
h few  of  the  e private  suppliess  v’re,'-_  .ntot©'  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  for  bacteriological  examination.  The  reports  from  the 
Laboratory  have  indicated  that  pollution  had  gained  access  to  the 
waters.  Repeat  samples  gave  similar  results. 

I wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Members  of  the 
Council  for  their  help  and  support,  to  the  officers  of  the  other 
Departments  and  to  the  staff  in  my  own  Department.

SECTION  I - SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  AND  STATISTICS 


The  Chanctonbury  Rural  District  comprises  an  area  of 
56,239  acres  at  the  eastern  end  of  the  County  of  Nest  Sussex, 
Running  east  and  west  through  the  district  are  the  South  Downs 
rising  to  a height  of  800  feet.  Two  river  valleys,  the  Adur  and 
the  Arun,  cut  through  this  range,  the  River  Adur  finding  its  outlet 
to  the  sea  at  Shoreham,  and  the  River  Arun  at  Littlehampton. 

The  district  consists  mainly  of  agricultural  land,  the 
chief  industries  being  agriculture,  and  brick,  tile  and  cement 
manufacturing.

Infant  Mortality 

Infant  Mortality  relates  to  the  deaths  of  infants  under  one 
year  of  age. 

In  i960  there  were  8 deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  giving 
an  Infant  Mortality  Rate  for  Chanctonbury  of  23.74  as  compared  with 
21.9  Dor  England  and  Wales.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  the 
lowest  ever  recorded. 

On  page  11  is  a table  showing  the  age  at  which  the  death  of 
the  infants  under  one  year  occurred.  It  will  be  seen  that  3 occurred 
within  the  first  24  hours,  2 under  1 week  and  the  remainder  between  1 
month  and  1 year.

Anthrax  has  been  notifiable  only  since  1st  December,  I960, 
when  The  Public  Health  (infectious  Diseases)  Amendment  Regulations, 

I960  - Anthrax  - came  into  operation.  These  Regulations  include 
Anthrax  with  the  diseases  which  were  made  notifiable  by  the  Public 
Health  (infectious  Diseases)  Regulations,  1953.  Any  medical 
practitioner  attending  on  or  called  to  visit  a patient  suffering  from 
Anthrax  is  required  to  send  notification  thereof  to  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health.

Inspection  is  made  of  accommodation  occupied  by  prospective 
tenants  of  Council  houses  in  order  to  ensure  that  furniture  and  other 
belongings  are  free  from  vermin  prior  to  removal.  No  action  was 
necessary  in  I960. 

Provision  of  Public  Conveniences 


The  Council  provides  and  maintains  public  conveniences  in 
different  parts  of  the  Rural  District.  They  are  situated  at  Bramber, 
Pulborough,  Henfield,  Steyning  and  Storrington.  All  have  wash-hand 
basins. 

Offensive  Trades 


There  are  no  offensive  trades  situated  in  the  Rural 

District . 

Provision  of  Mortuaries 


There  is  no  public  Mortuary  in  the  Rural  District.  By 
arrangement  with  the  respective  council sybodies  are  received  from 
Chanctonbury  into  the  public  Mortuary  at  Shore ham-by-Sea  and  the 
public  Mortuary  at  Horsham. 

During  I960  Shoreham-by-Sea  received  19  bodies  and  Horsham 
received  4 bodies  from  Chanctonbury. 

Public  Swimming  Baths,  etc. 

There  are  no  public  swimming  baths  in  the  district.

WATER  SUPPLIES 


Public  Supply.  The  Worth  West  Sussex  Water  Board  is  the  statutory- 
water  undertaker  for  the  whole  of  the  Chanctonbury  Rural  District  since 
April  1st,  i960,  when  the  water  undertaking  of  the  Steyning  & District 
Waterworks  Company,  Limited  were  taken  over  by  the  Board. 

The  water  supply  in  the  Chanctonbury  Rural  District  is  obtained  from 
the  Harding  Pumping  Station  (River  Rother)  from  the  boreholes  at  Smock 
Alley  and  Wulbourne,  and  in  the  case  of  Steyning,  Br amber  and  Upper  Beedin, 
from  a borehole  in  the  chalk  at  Upper  Beeding  (Steyning  Pumping  Station). 

The  total  length  of  distribution  and  trunk  mains,  in  miles,  in  the 
Chanctonbury  Rural  District  is  172. 78  miles.  Regular  bacteriological 
examination  of  the  water  is  carried  out  and  below  is  a table  giving  the 
bacteriological  results  on  samples  of  water  taken  from  the  Boards  supplies 
for  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1961. 

A chemical  examination  was  carried  out  on  138  samples  of  raw  water, 
and  147  samples  of  final  water. 

None  of  the  waters  is  liable  to  plumbo-solvfcw2"  action. 

All  waters  are  pumped  into  supply  with  a residual  chlorine  amount 
averaging  0.15  p.p.m.

Private  Water  Supply. 

There  are  approximately  200  houses  in  the  district  which  are 
not  supplied  by  a public  water  supply. 

Of  35  samples  from  private  supplies  submitted  for  bacterio- 
logical examination  during  the  year  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service,  the  report  indicated  that  in  the  majority  of  them  pollution 
had  gained  access  to  the  water. 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

During  i960  the  programme  for  the  provision  of  main  drainage 
to  the  larger  parishes  of  Steyning,  Bramber  and  Upper  Beeding,  and 
Pulborough,  has  been  completed  and  works  of  re-drainage  and  connection 
of  existing  properties  to  the  sewer  are  continuing  in  the  above  parishes. 
Work  on  the  Henfield  scheme  is  nearing  completion  and  provision  of  main 
drainage  to  parts  of  Storrington,  Sullington  and  Thakeham  and  the  moder- 
nisation of  the  Storrington  works  were  started  this  year. 

The  smaller  parishes  and  larger  groups  of  houses  remain 
unsewered  and  there  are  at  present  39H  dwellings  served  by  cesspool, 
sewage  disposal  plant  and  septic  tank  drainage.  For  a long  time  there 
has  been  a considerable  problem  with  the  collection  and  disposal  of 
cesspool  sewage,  the  service  being  stretched  to  capacity  and  at  one  time 
nearly  broke  down.  Owing  to  the  reluctance  of  farmers  to  accept  cess- 
pool sewage  on  their  land  and  the  unsuitability  of  this  method  of  disposal 
the  problem  became  acute.  Further  residential  development  has  taken 
place  and  is  continuing  on  land  on  the  perimeter  of  villages  using  this 
antiquated  form  of  drainage,  adding  further  to  the  problem. 

The  Council  decided  to  tackle  the  problem  of  the  provision  of 
main  drainage  to  the  smaller  parishes  with  a view  to  its  being  carried  out 
if  possible  within  five  years,  and  preliminary  schemes  were  prepared  for 
the  following  areas  - 

Small  Dole 

Ashington 

Washington 

Amberley 

Coldwaltham  and  Watersfield 

West  Chiltington 

Difficulties  were  encountered  in  aquiring  land  for  the  schemes 
for  Amberley  and  Coldwaltham  (including  Watersfield)  and  so  these  could 
not  be  included  in  the  plans  submitted  to  the  Minister. 

Plans  were  submitted  to  the  Minister  for  the  other  areas  in 
the  above  list  and  were  the  subject  of  a Hearing  by  an  Inspector  of  the 
Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  at  the  Council  offices  in 
November  i960.

There  are  still  certain  areas  where  residential  development  is 
taking  place  which  remain  unsewered  i.e.  North  Heath,  Pulborough,  Heath 
Common,  parts  of  Bramber  and  Upper  Beeding,  and  some  of  these  areas  will 
ultimately  have  to  be  dealt  with. 

Cesspool  Efoptyin g and  Disposal 

This  problem  is  linked  with  the  drainage  of  the  unsewered  parishes. 
The  Rural  District  Council  have  a fleet  of  five  Dennis  cesspool  emptying 
vehicles,  four  of  800  gallons  capacity  and  one  of  1000  gallons,  one  of 
these  being  held  in  reserve  to  meet  the  demand  at  peak  periods. 

Following  a long  term  plan  cesspool  sewage  is  disposed  of  into 
the  new  sewerage  works  at  Pulborough,  Steyning  and  Henfield.  These 
provide  fixed  disposal  points  and  help  to  cut  down  the  long  distances 
which  the  vehicles  had  to  traverse  in  the  past  to  dispose  of  the  contents. 
The  works  have  been  constructed  for  the  purpose  of  treating  a certain 
amount  of  this  sewage  § it  being  delivered  first  into  special  chambers  and 
thence  into  the  treatment  plants. 

When  the  new  works  at  Storrington  are  completed  the  Council  will 
have  four  places  suitably  situate  in  the  area  which  can  provide  for  the 
treatment  of  this  sewage,  as  even  when  the  smaller  parishes  are  sewered 
there  will  still  remain  a large  number  of  properties  on  cesspool  drain- 
age in  the  more  rural  parts  of  the  area. 

Pail  Closets  are  emptied  from  the  unsewered  parts  of  Storrington 
and  from  Crossgates  Cottages,  Amberley.  The  Closets  are  emptied  into 
special  apparatus  on  the  cesspool  emptying  plants  and  disposed  of  at  the 
Sewage  Farm,  Pulborough. 

Collection  and  Disposal  of  Refuse 

Collection  of  refuse  takes  place  regularly  in  all  parts  of  the 
district,  weekly  in  the  built-up  areas,  fortnightly  in  the  less  populated 
parts,  and  monthly  in  remote  areas.  Refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled 
tipping  at  disposal  places  in  Henfield,  Washington  and  Steyning. 

Conversion  of  Earth  Closets  etc,  to  Water  Closets 

During  i960  contributions  totalling  £ll8.1.8d.  were  made  by  the 
Council  towards  the  conversions  of  earth  closets  etc.  to  water  closets.

Section  269,  Public  Health  Act,  1936 

The  C aravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act, 

I960 


Section  269  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  which  deals  with 
the  control,  by  means  of  a licensing  system.,  of  moveable  dwellings* 
including  caravans*  ceased  to  apply  to  caravans  (except  for  some 
transitional  provisions)  on  the  coming  into  force  on  the  29th  August, 
i960,  of  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  I960. 

The  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  I960,  has 
two  main  parts.  Part  I introduces  a licensing  system,  to  be  operated 
by  the  local  authorities  for  the  regulation  of  the  establishment  and 
operation  of  caravan  sites.  It  deals  solely  with  caravan  sites. 

Part  II,  on  the  other  hand,  amends  the  law  relating  to  town  and  country 
planning  generally  and  not  only  to  caravan  sites. 

The  Act  requires  that  before  a site  licence  can  be  granted 
to  an  applicant  planning  permission  for  use  of  the  land  as  a caravan 
site  must  have  been  obtained.  If  the  applicant  is  entitled  to  the 
benefit  of  planning  permission  the  local  authority  must  issue  a site 
licence  within  two  months  of  the  date  on  which  the  applicant  submits 
the  prescribed  particulars.  Section  22  of  the  Act  however,  provides 
that  before  a local  planning  authority  grant  permission  for  the  use  of 
a caravan  site  under  Part  III  of  the  1947  Act,  they  must  consult  the 
local  authority  having  the  power  to  issue  a site  licence  for  the  land 
in  question. 

In  pursuance  of  his  powers  under  S«5(6)  of  the  Act,  the 
Minister  has  specified  model  standards  with  respect  to  the  layout  of, 
and  the  provision  of  facilities,  services  and  equipment  for,  caravan 
sites  or  particular  types  of  caravan  site. 

The  Town  and  Country  Planning  Committee- and  not  the  Public 
Health  Committee  undertook  consideration  of  Part  I of  the  Act  and 
recommended  to  the  Council  in  relation  to  the  Model  Regulations. 

These  were  agreed  in  principle  by  the  Council. 

During  the  period  from  the  coming  into  operation  of  the  Act 
until  the  31st  December,  i960,  the  issue  of  site  licences  was 
authorized  by  the  Council  in  relation  to  14  applications.

Following  a complaint  received  of  emission  of  smoke  and  grit 
from  the  chimney  of  a bakehouse,  observations  were  made  and  the  owner 
was  then  approached  regarding  this  nuisance.  Initially  the  quality  of 
fuel  used  was  discussed  but  it  was  then  suggested  to  the  owner  that 
perhaps  the  installation  of  oil  firing  would  be  the  only  answer,  in 
view  of  the  age  and  type  of  the  existing  ovens.  In  due  course  a type 
of  oil  firing  was  installed,  further  observations  were  taken  but  since 
then  no  nuisance  has  been  observed. 

Routine  observations  were  made  throughout  the  year  of  one 
factory  chimney.  From  time  to  time  consultations  took  place  with  the 
Manager. 


NOISE  ABATEMENT  ACT,  I960 

This  Act  came  into  operation  on  27th  November,  i960  and  makes 
provisions  in  respect  of  the  control  of  noise  and  vibration  with  a view 
to  their  abatement. 

No  action  was  taken  under  this  Act  between  the  time  the  Act 
came  into  operation  and  the  end  of  the  year.

During  the  year  22  samples  of  Tuberculin  tested  milk  were 
submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  for  this  test.  5 
samples  failed  to  comply  with  the  test. 

The  22  samples  were  submitted  for  biological  examination 
for  tubercle  bacilli  and  the  tests  were  all  negative.

Test  for  adequate  heat  treatment  and  with  the  Methylene  Blue 
Test  for  bacterial  cleanliness.

During  I960, 
45  samples  of  milk  were  sent  to  The  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service  for  testing  and  one  sample  did  not  comply  with  the 
required  tests. 


The  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations,  I960 

These  Regulations,  operative  from  1st  October,  I960,  as 
regards  producers’  licences  and  on  1st  January,  1961,  as  regards 
dealers'  licences,  consolidate  and  re-enact  with  amendments  the 
Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Raw  Milk)  Regulations,  1949  to  1954s  and 
the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Pasteurised  and  Sterilised  Milk) 
Regulations,  1949  to  1953. 

The  principal  change  affecting  the  Rural  District  Council 
is  that  dealers'  licences,  except  for  a few  kinds  which  will  be 
granted  by  the  Minister  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  will  be 
granted  by  the  Food  and  Drugs  authority  for  the  area  within  which 
are  situated  the  premises  at  or  from  which  the  milk  is  to  be 
pasteurised,  sterilised  or  sold  as  the  case  may  be.  The  Food  and 
Drugs  authority  for  this  district  is  the  County  Council.  The 
effect  of  these  Regulations  is  that  the  Chanctonbury  Council  will  no 
longer  issue  dealers'  licences. 
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SLAUGHTERHOUSES 


The  Slaughterhouse  Reports  (Appointed.  Lay)  Order,  1959  - The  Slaughterhouse 

(Reports)  Direction,  1959. 

Under  Section  3 (l)  of  the  Slaughterhouses  Act,  1958,  the  Council  was 
required  to  carry  out  a review  of  and,  after  consultation  with  such  organisal 
as  appear  to  the  Authority  to  represent  the  interests  concerned,  and  to  subm: 
to  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  & Fisheries  a report  on:- 

(a)  the  existing  and  probable  future  requirement  of  their 
district  for  slaughterhouses  facilities,  and 

(b)  the  facilities  which  are,  or  are  likely  to  become, 
available  to  meet  those  requirements. 


The  Council  sent  a report  on  slaughterhouse  facilities  to  the  Minister 
on  26th  July,  i960  stating  that  slaughtering  requirements  of  the  district, 
which  is  predominantly  to  serve  local  retail  trade,  are  met  by  the  existing 
three  small  slaughterhouses,  whilst  two  or  three  of  the  local  butchers  use 
facilities  in  adjoining  areas  and  it  is  not  anticipated  that  slaughtering 
requirements  will  greatly  differ  in  the  future,  except  to  meet  the  needs  of 
increasing  population.  The  area  being  mainly  rural  in  character  the 
population  is  expected  to  increase  to  around  26,000  by  1971* 

The  Council  are  satisfied  as  a result  of  consultations  that  the 
future  needs  of  the  area  can  be  met  by  the  continuance  in  use  of  two  existing 
slaughterhouses  and  are  aware  that  additional  facilities  are  also  available 
at  a private  slaughterhouse  in  Horsham.  The  day  recommended  to  be  the  day 
appointed  by  the  Minister  for  the  Construction  Regulations  to  apply  to  all 
slaughterhouses  in  the  district  is  1st  January  1963. 

Existing  Slaughterhouse  Facilities. 

There  are  three  slaughterhouses  in  private  ownership  now  in  operation 
in  the  area  and  regular  slaughtering  takes  place  at  all  of  them.  There  is 
no  public  slaughterhouse  in  the  district.

The  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  Circular 
No. 2/60  was  received.  This  suggested  that  local  authorities 
should  take  stock  of  their  individual  progress,  and  should  take 
action  according  to  the  stage  they  have  reached  with  their  current 
five-year  programme  ( 1955/60).  This  Circular  suggested  that 
local  authorities  who  are  likely  by  the  end  of  I960  to  have  work 
still  in  hand  from  the  current  five-year  programme  should  make  it 
their  aim  to  complete  this  as  soon  as  possible.  The  position 
should  be  reviewed  when  they  are  within,  say,  eighteen  months  of 
completion  of  the  current  programme  and  further  proposals  should 
then  be  prepared  and  submitted  to  the  Minister.

Under  this  Act  grants  can  he  paid  at  the  discretion  of 
the  local  authority  for  improvements.

HOUSE  PURCHA.SE  AID  HOUSING  ACT,  1959 

This  Act  which  came  into  operation  in  June  1959  introduces 
a new  system  of  grants  known  as  Standard  Grants  which  are  available 
towards  the  cost  of  providing  all  or  any  of  the  following  amenities 
which  ic  lacks  2- 

(a)  a fixed  hath  or  shower  in  a bathroom j 

(h)  a wash-hand  basing 

(c)  a hot  water  supply, 

(d)  a water  closet  in  or  contiguous  to  the  dwelling 5 

(e)  satisfactory  facilities  for  storing  food. 

These  grants  can  be  claimed  as  a right  subject  to  certain 
conditions. 

During  i960  the  Council  approved  16  Standard  Grants. 
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SECTION  VI  - FACTORIES 


FACTORIES  ACT,  1937 


District  Councils  have  certain  responsibilities  in  connection 
with  general  health  and  welfare  provisions  in  factories.  These 
differ  according  to  whether  the  factory  is  a power  factory  or  a non- 
power  factory.,  i.e.  whether  mechanical  power  is  or  is  not  used. 

In  the  case  of  non-power  factories,  the  duties  are 
concerned  with  the  provisions  relating  to  - 

Cleanliness 
Overcrowding 
Temperature 
Ventilation 
Drainage  of  floors 
Sanitary  Conveniences 

In  power  factories  the  only  duty  of  the  District  Council 
relates  to  sanitary  conveniences,  the  other  health  provisions  being 
the  responsibility  of  H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories,  who  is  also 
responsible  in  both  types  of  factories  for  the  requirements  relating 
to  provision  and  maintenance  of  suitable  and  sufficient  lighting. 

District  Councils  are  also  responsible  for  enforcing  the 
provisions  of  the  Act  relating  to  Outwork. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  15  non-power  and  102 
power  factories  on  the  Register. 

Homework  - Outworkers 

Section  110  (List  of  Outworkers  to  be  kept  in  certain  Trades) 

Under  this  Section,  occupiers  of  every  factory  and  every 
contractor  employed  by  any  such  occupier  in  the  business  or  the 
factory,  must  keep  in  prescribed  form,  lists  of  outworkers  employed 
in  such  classes  of  work  as  the  Secretary  of  State  may  by  regulations 
specify.
